She “sighs over the suffer- 
ing which war imposes on peaceful com- 
merce, though her own methods of dealing 
with neutral commerce would have wrung 
the conscience of Captain Kidd.” She 
‘‘denounces the maritime methods of the 
Allies, though in her efforts to defeat them 
she is deterred neither by the rules of war, 
the appeal of humanity, nor the rights of 
neutrals."" Germany desires to paralyse 
naval power because it is an obstacle to 
the universal extension of military power. 
Mr. Balfour takes a specific case to show 
that the gainers by the proposed change 


would be military monarchies, like Ger-. 


many, and the sufferers non-military 
nations, like the United States and Great 
Britain. If Germany proposed, in defiance 
of the Monroe Doctrine, to annex some 
Germanised part of South America, the 
United States, under a rule of interna- 
tional law which nrohibited interference 
with maritime trade, but permitted over- 
seas invasion, would be impotent. until 
they had transformed themselves into 
a military community. The ques- 
tion cuts deeper still. - Germany's 
philosophy of war and her record 
in this war abundantly justify Mr. 
Balfour's suggestion that, having recast 
sea law to secure the naval impotence of 
other nations, she would not scruple to 
resume for herself “the maritime rights 
which she had been the prime agent in 
abrogating. He reaches the inevitable 
conclusion that drastic rere in interna- 
tional law may well do more harm than 
good, since law unsupported by authority 
will hamper everybody but the criminal. 
How is the sanction’of law to be en- 
forced? Mr. Balfour tells the American 
people that it is “the most unchanging 
element in my political creed” that the 
solution is to be found in co-operation be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States. 


| He recognises that he is on delicate ground 


in hinting at such a possibility. He knows 
that large sections of the American people 
are impatient of an appeal to community 
of race, which they regard as in its essence 
sentimental, He insists, however, that, 
from the mere fact of their historical de- 


, velopment, the two peoples can no more get 


rid of a certain similarity of outlook than 
children born of the same parents and 
brought up in the same home. The poli- 
tical thought of both presents “the 
sharpest and most trreconcilable contrast 
to political thought in the Prussian King- 
dom, or in that German Empire into 
which, with no modification of aims or 
spirit, the Prussian Kingdom has deve- 
loped.” He holds that this war is essen- 
tially a struggle between thesb two ideals 
of ancient growth; and he cannot doubt 
that in the result of this struggle the 
United States are no less concerned than 
the British Empire. The practical con- 
clusion which he draws is that the two 
great communities which accept the Anglo- 
Saxon ideal must work togethervin its de 
fence, and in working together must re- 
member that “law is not enough; behind 
law there must be power.” The contriv- 
ance of such a machinery as will enforce 
the law against aggressors will tax to its 
utmost, he admits, the statesmanshiv of 
the world. But he suggests that the 
sanction must consist largely in the poten- 
tial use of sea-power, and that the United 
States and Great Britain, far from depriving 
themselves of this power, should organise 
it im the interest of their common ideal 
of the world’s peace and happiness. We 
await with hopeful interest the American 
reception of Mr. Balfour's most suggestive 
contribution to the problem of providing 
an effective guarantee against breaches of 
the law of nations.

Mr. Asquith and Dublin. 


Yesterday the Prime Minister was sworn 
a member of the Irish Privy Council. Mr. 
Asquith will go to Cork to-day, and it may 
be the last day of his visit to Ireland. 
His appointment to the Irish Privy Coun- 
cil will set many tongues wagging. The 
explanation that it was just a compliment 
will be too obvious for the political corre- 
spondents. They will suggest that Mr. 
Asquith proposes to appoint himself Chief 
Secretary or to utilise the Privy Council 
as a provisional instrument for the govern- 
ment of Ireland. We prefer for the 
moment to shun the region of speculation 
and to consider the known results of the 
Prime Minister's visit. He has seen the 
ruins of Sackville street ; he has enjoyed a 
good deal of fresh air and sunshine at the 
Viceregal Lodge; he has had a “full and 
frank discussion ” with leading Unionists 
in Belfast. We have no doubt that his 
newly acquired knowledge of Ireland and 
Irishmen will be useful to him in guiding 
Parliament’s future deliberations on Irish 
affairs. In one material and munportant 
respect Mr. Asquith’s visit has heen 
fortunate for Dublin. The Treasury works 
slowly as a rule: it is the slave of many 
formule and conventions, and its reluct- 
ance to part with money is traditional. 
During the past week the Treasury has 
exhibited itself in a new light in Dublin. 
It has been prompt, business-like, <on- 
siderate, even—for the Treasury— 
generous. We confess that we did not 
expect an early settlement of the city’s 
cluim for compensation for its losses 
through the recent fires. We expected 
tedious delays and long wranglings over 
questions of liability. To our relief and 
satisfaction the matter has been settled 
speedily and with an admirable absence of 
red tape. The Government has accepted 
a large measure of responsibility, and has 
made a clear statement of its 
intentions. It has set an example to 
the insurance companies which every- 
body hopes that they will follow without 
delay. Again, the Government has behaved 
excellently in the matter of the relief of 
distress among the poorer classes. The 
emergency relief committees in the South 
Dublin Union assisted 5,952 cases at a cost 
of about £1,300; in the North Union the 
number of cases was 4,445, and the cost 
was £911. The Government has under- 
taken to pay these two bills, with 
the result that the ratepayers are 
spared a burden which they must have 
borne. with difficulty. It is certain that 
we owe these two instances of prompt and 
proper action by the Government to Mr. 
Asquith’s presence in Dublin. He made 
himself acquainted with the city’s losses 
and hardships, and used his great influence 
with the Treasury to secure almost instant 
relief. On this occasion Mr. Asquith did 
not "wait and see”: he saw—and did not ' 
wait. Whatever we may think of his re- 
sponsibility for the present state of Ire 
land, or however we may suspect his pos- 
sible plans for remedying jt, we may all 
admit that he has served Dublin to the 
best of his immediate »' ‘lity, - 


to Army recruits for the purpose of 
enabling them to meet their civil obliga- 
tions was outlined in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday. The scheme is a corollary 
of compulsion. In Ireland, to which it 
will be applied with some modifications, 
there is still hope for such stimulus as it 
may give to recruiting. Ever since the 
war began thousands of men, here and in 
England, have been sincerely worried by 
the effort to balance the claims of King 
and country against those of duty to their 
dependents. There are, for example, pro- 
fessional men with salaries which are only 
sufficient to keep their families in decent 
comfort; and, since the cost of living 
began to rise, even comfort, in many of 
these cases, has been eliminated. Such 
men had no savings and no independent 
source of income, and they very naturally 
have hesitated to ask wives, children, or 
others of their dependents who have been 
accustomed to a decent standard of living 
to try to live on the separation allowances 
hitherto granted. There were many 
men whose only provision for the 
future consisted in insurances which their 
Army pay would not enable them to main- 
tain. Many of them, again, were com- 
mitted to leases which made it impossible 


‘for them to throw up every source of 


income except Army pay. These men it 
was who, in England, desired and wel- 
comed compulsion, coupled with some such 
scheme as that which is now announced. 
Gibes at the middle classes because they 
had not done as’well as other classes in 
recruiting were most unfair. It is now 
provided that financial assistance may be 
given, up to £104 per annum, in cases 
where serious hardship would be caused by 
enlistment, and where-a man could not 
meet his financial obligations by reason of 
his undertaking military service. The 
obligations for which grants will be 
paid are rent, interest, and instalments 
in respect of loans, including mortgages, 
purchase of house, business premises, 
and payments for education, insurance 
premiums, house taxes, and rates. The 
scheme applies to compelled and voluntary 
recruits, married or unmarried, since the 
14th August, 1915, and to Territorials. 
Recruits in Ireland and from abroad can 
share in the benefits. In Great Britain 
use will be made of the machinery of the 
service tribunals. The arrangements for 
investigation of claims in Ireland were 
not described yesterday. When they are 
announced it will be reasonable to expect 
an increase in recruiting from the lower 
middle classes in Ireland.

ful air service. He at once made clear 
his epinion that the first thing to do was 
to put a responsible Minister in. charge 
of it. At present there was a terribie 
lack of imagination, one result being that 
the Government were still building aero- 
planes of insufficient horse-power to cope 
with the German. He read some striking 
letters from officers at the front in sup- 
port of his assertion that we had lost the 
command of the air through the inade- 
quacy of our machines. 

Mr. Tennant, in reply, outlined the 
Government scheme for a new Air Board, 
under the presidency of Lord Curzon, 
which would be charged with organising 
and co-ordinating the supply of materiel 
and the prevention of friction between the 
naval and military wings. It would have 
greater powers than its predecessors; 
would have direct access to the War Com- 
mittee; and might, he indicated, develop 
gradually into a regular Air Ministry. 

Throughout the debate Mr. Churchill, 
sitting next to Sir E. Carson, had been 
diligently taking notes. He now rose to 
express the disappointment of the House 
with the statement just made. He had 
nothing to say against the preposed Presi- 
dent, but pointed out that, without ade- 
quate powers, he could not achieve success. 

His s h was interrupted by the cry 
of Black Rod calling the House to the 
other House to hear the Royal Assent to 
the Summer Time Act. Mr. Churchill, 
resuming, said that at the commence- 
ment of the war there were no aeroplanes 
for home defence, while the anti-aircraft 
guns were simply laughable. The quality 
in the air service was largely due to the 
difficulty experienced before the war in 
getting money for it. The House was 
amused to hear that sometimes the Ad- 
miralty had diverted money nominally 
voted for hospitals or coastguard stations 
to the provision of more aeroplanes. As 
the military machines had to be sent to 
Flanders, home defence had to be left to 
the Naval Flying Service, “which, he 
claimed, had destroyed half-a-dozen 
Zeppelins in the early months of the war 
and had entirely prevented daylight raids. 
The triumph of the hornets from a mili- 
ary point of view was absolute. 

Mr. Churchill was followed by Lord 
Hugh Cecil, who proved intensely interest- 
ing in a discourse upon some of the good 
work of our airmen at the front: and then 
Mr. Bonar Law made an able defence of 
the new Air Board, quite disposing of the 
majority of Mr. Churchill's criticisms of it, 
and, at the finish, receiving very loud 
applause. He mentioned during his 
speech that the new Board has the full 
approval of Mr. Balfour and Lord 
Kitchener, and he said that Lord Curzon 
would never have taken on the responsi- 
bility of the office if he had pot believed 
that he would have the necessary powers 
to make a success of it. 

After Mr. Bonar Law Mr. Pemberton 
Billing spoke, but he had not long been 
upon his feet before attention was called 
to the fact that there were not forty mem- 
bers present. A count was called, and 
forty or anything like it not turning up, 
the House was counted out, and Mr. 
Billing’s great speech remained undeli- 
vered. Thus did hon. members, resentful 
of Mr. Billing’s self-advertising methods, 
give him a much-needed lesson. 

Surely it is time that the House of 
Commons took counsel with regard to the 
questions addressed to Ministers ? It seems 
that the Speaker has power to reject any 
questions sent to him for insertion in the 
Order Paper, but for obvious reasons it 
is a power that he can use but occasionally, + 
It is generally recognised in the House 
of Commons that the Order Paper should 
not be the vehicle for libel and slander, 
as it is at present. One member, in par 
ticular, has been making use of this 
method for a series of outrageous charges 
against public men for some time past, 
and his example is being followed.

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Casement and the Irish ex-soldier, Daniel 
Julian Bailey, concluded, so far as. the Police 
Court stage is concerned, this afternoon, with 
their committal for trial before the Lord 


Chief Justice. 

The proceedings ended quite uneventfully, 
after Sir John Dickinson had spent the day 
hearing the’ statements of a number of wit- 
nesses whose evidence was necessary to com- 
plete the case for the Crown. 

The court was crowded throughout the 
day, many of those who stood at the back 
of the court being women. 

In the morning chief interest centred about 
the expert evidence of two soldiers, a Rus- 
sian officer and a British officer, directed 
towards the nature of the arms and maps 
found in Ireland in connection with the case. 
The Russian witness identified one of the 
rifles as the product of the Russian Imperial 
Works, while a cartridge clip was also tound 
to be of Russian origin. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon, of the War 
Office, gave some striking information as to 
the completeness of the maps of Ireland 
which were exhibited, and as to points of 
similarity between them and the German 
war maps. : 

The afternoon roduced more evidence 
from members of the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary as to the admissions made by Bailey 
after his apprehension.

HOW BAILEY BEHAVED.

The decision of the Government in regard 
roperty 
destroyed during the rebellion has been re- 
ceived with mixed feelings in Dublin. The 
exemption of the insurance companies from 
the Government scheme is naturally regarded 
with satisfaction by officials of the companies, 
as they maintain that the responsibility for the 
troubles lay at the door of the Government, 
and they should not in fairness be asked to 
share that responsibility. It is also con- 
tended on behalf of the companies that pro- 
perty-owners had always opportunities of in- 
suring against damage by riot, and, as most 
of them failed to do so, it was not to be ex- 
pected that they should now be compensated. 
The fact, moreover, that uninsured owners are 
also to be compensated is relied on as a 
further reason why the companies shguld not 
be asked to pay. Notwithstanding these con- 
tentions, however, the opinion rether gener- 
ally entertained in commercial circles is that 
a proportion at least of the claims should 
be paid by the companies. As to the question 
of consequential damages, it is felt that the 
Government, having regard to tha exceptional 
cireumstances of the case, should go further 
than confining its liability to buildings and 
their contents, as the loss of trade and good- 
will will be considerable.

WHAT SHE MEANS BY 
FREEDOM OF THE SEAS. 
saan 
POINTS FOR AMERICA. 


The Press Bureau has issued á report of 
an interview which Mr. Balfour gave to Mr. 
Edward Marshall, the well-known American 
journalist, in March last. 

In the course of his observations, the First 
Lord said:—The phrase “freedom of the 
seas” is naturally attractive to British and 
American ears. But freedom is a word of 
many meanings, and we shal} do well to con- 
sider in what meaning the Germans use it 
when they ask for it, not (it may be safely 
said) because they love freedom, but because 
they hate Britain. The freedom of the 
seas desired by the modern German is a = 
different thing from the freedom for whic 
our forefathers fought in the days of old. 
How, indeed, can it be otherwise. (Ever since 
the genius of Bismarck created the German 
Empire by Prussian rifles, welding the Ger- 
man people into a great unity by military 
means on’ military basis, German} ambitions 
have been the cause of unrest to| the entire 
world. The commercial and political domin- 
nation depending upon a gigantic army, auto 
cratically governed, has been, and is, the 
German ideal. If then, Germany wants what 
she calls freedom of the seas, it is solely as 
a means whereby this ideal may receive world- 
wide extension. 

The power of Napoleon never extended 
beyond the coast line of Europe. Further 
progress was barred by the British fleets. and 
by them alone. Germany is determined to 
endure no such limitations, and if she cannot 
defeat her enemies at sea. at least, she will 
paralyse their sea power. There is ¢haracteris- 
tic simplicity in the methods by “which she 
sets about attaining this object. |She poses 
as the reformer of internationa] law, thouwch 
international law has never hound ther. for an 
hour. She objects to economic pressure when 
it, is exercised by a fleet. though, she seta no 
limit to the brutal completeness with which 
economic pressure may be imposed by an 
army. She sighs over the suffering which war 
imposes wpon peaceful commerce, thovch her 
own methods of dealing with peaceful com- 
merce would have wrung the conscience of 
Captain Kidd. She denounces thé maritime 
methods of the Allies. though in her efforts to 
defeat them she is deterred neither by the 
rules of war, the appeal of humanity, nor the 
rights of neutrals. 

WHAT GERMANY SEEKS IN THE NAME 
OF FREEDOM. 

It must be admitted, therefore, that it is 
not the cause of peace, vi progtess, or ol 
liberty which pre-~wccupies her when, in the 
name of freedom, she urges fundamentai 
changes in maritime practice. Her manifest 
object is to shatter an obstacle which now 
stands in her way, as more than a hundred 
years ago it stood in the way of the masterful 
genius who was her oppressor ahd is her 
model. 

Not along .this path are peace and liberty 
to be obtained. To paralyse naval power, and 
leave military power uncontrolled, is surely 
the worst injury which international law can 
inflict upon mankind. Even if the German 
proposal were carried out in its ¢ntirety, it 
would do nothing to relieve the world from 
the burden ot armaments. 
e indispensable, but their relative value 
would suffer change. They could |no longer 
be used to exercise pressure upon an enemy, 
except 1 conjunction with an apmy. The 
gainers by the change would, therefore, be 
the nations who possessed armies+the mili- 
tary monarchies. Interference with trade 
would be stopped, but oversea invasion would 
be permitted. The proposed change would, 
therefore, not merely diminish the importance 
of sea power, but it would diminish it most 
in the case of non-military States like America 
and Britain. 

Let us suppose, Mr. Balfour pro¢eeds, that 
maritime nations accepting the new situation 
thought themselves relieved from all necesstiy 
of protecting their sea-borne commerce, and 
arranged their programmes of naval ship- 
building accordingly. For some time it would 
probably ms on legal lines. Commerce, 
even hostile commerce, wauld be unhampered, 
but a change might happen. Some unfore- 
seen circumstances might make the German 
General Staff think it to be to the interest of 
its nation to cast to the winds the freedom of 
the seas, and, in defiance of the néw law. to 
destroy the trade of its enemies. (ould any- 
body suggest, after our experiende in this 
war, after reading German histories and Ger- 
man theories of politics, that Germany would 
be prevented from taking such á step by 
the mere fact that it was a breach of 
international treaties to which she was a 
party’? She would never hesitate, and the 
only result of the cession by the pacific 
Powers of their maritime rights ‘would be 
that military Powers would seize the weapon 
for their own purpose and turn it against 
those who had too hastily abandoned it. 
Thus we are forced to the sorrowful recogni- 
tion of the weakness of international law so 
long as it is unsupported by international 
authority. | 
WHAT OF THE FUTURE. 
Here we come face to face, says Mr. Bal- 
four, with the great problem which lies 
behind all changing aspects | of this 
tremendous war. When it is brought to an 
end, how is civilised mankind ‘so to re- 
organise itself that similar catastrophes shall 
not be permitted to recur? The problem is 
insistent, though its full solution may be 
beyond our powers at this stage of our de- 
velopment. 
A COMMON IDEAL, 
But surely even now it is fairly élear that, 
if substantial progress is to be made towards 
securing she peace of the world and free 
development of its constituent nations, the 
United States of America and the British 
Empire should explicitly recognise; what all 
instinctively know—that on these great sub- 
jects they share common ideals. am well 
aware that, in even hinting at the possi- 
leity of co-operation betweeen these two 
countries, I am treading on délicate ground. 
Rightly understood, however, what have 
to say is quite independent of individual 
views on any of these subjects. It is based 
on the unquestioned fact that the growth of 
British laws, British forms of government, 
British literature and modes of thohyht, was 
the slow work of centuries; that among the 
co-heirs of these age-long labours were the 
great men who founded the United States, 
and that the two branches of the English- 
speaking peoples, after political separation, 
developed along parallel lines. $0 it has 
come about that, whethor they be friendly or 
quarrelsome, whether they rejoice in their 
agreements or cultivate their differences, 
they can no more get rid of a certain funda- 
mental similarity of outlook than children 
born of the same parents and brought up in 
the same home. 
Whether, therefore, you study political 
thought in Great Britain or America, in 
Canada or Australia, you will find it pre- 
sents the sharpest and mest irreconcilable 
contrast to the political thought in the Prus- 
sian Kingdom or in that German Empire 
into which with no modifieation of aims or spirit 
the Prussian Kingdom has developed. Hold- 
ing as I do that this war is esséntially a 
struggle between these two ideals of ancient 
growth, I cannot doubt that in the result 
of that struggle America is no less concerned 
than the British Empire. i 
“MERE SCRAPS OF PAPER.” 

Mr. Balfour’s conclusions are:—If in our 
time any substantial effort is to be made 
towards ensuring the permanent tmumph of 
the Anglo-Saxon ideal, the great communities 
which accept it must work together, and in 
working together they must bear in mind 
that law is not enough, Behind law there 
must be power.

IMPORTANT HOME OFFICE 
INSTRUCTIONS. 
The Daylight Saving Bill was read a third 


time in the House of Lords last night, 
and received the Royal Assent.

The Home Office has issued the following 
notice with regard to the operation of the 
Summer Time Act :— 

Important—Alteration of time in the night 
of Saturday-Sunday, May 20th-21st. 

At 2 a.m. the time on all railways, at all 
post offices, and other Government establish- 
ments will be put forward one hour to 3 a.m. 
The altered time will be used for all ordinary 
purposes during the-summer. — For instance, 
licensed houses, factories, and workshops and 
other establishments, where hours are regu- 
lated by law will be required to observe the 
altered time. The Government requests the 
public to put forward all clocks and watches 
by one hour during the night of Saturday, 
May 2th. Normal time will be restored at 
2 a.m, on the night of Saturday-Sunday, 
September Wth-October Ist. 

The chief object of this measure at the 
présent time is to reduce the number of hours 
during which artificial lighting is used in the 
everlings, and so- save to the nation part of 
the fuel and oil for lighting, and release large 
quantities of coal which are urgently needed 
for other purposes arising from the war.

THE CHURCH AND DAY- 
LIGHT SAVING. 


HOURS OF SERVICES. 


The Archbishops and Bishops of the Church 
of Ireland desire to call the attention of the 
clergy to the provisions of the Daylight Saving 
Bul. On and after Sunday, May 21, it is pro- 
vided by law that every clock and watch shall 
be advanced one hour. The nominal hour of 
Church Services should not be altered—for 
example, the 11.30 o'clock Service should be 
held at 11.20 o'clock, legal and railway time, 
although, aceording to old time, the hour 
will be 10.50. The greatest confusion will be 
caused if the clergy do not adopt this course, 
and explain to their people that no change 
will be made in the nominal hours for meet- 
ings or Services, and that the only action 
needful to be taken by any member of the 
Church is that of altering his timepieces in 
accordance with the law.

HOUSE OF LORDS—Wednesday. 

The Lorp CHANCELLOR took his seat upon 
the Woolsack at a quarter past 4 o’clock. 

The Military Service Bill was brought from 
the Commons and read a first time. 

The Marquis of CREWE said it was pro- 
posed to take the second reading on Thursday, 
and the Committee Stage on Monday next. 

On the motion to go into Committee on the 
Summer Time Bill, 

Lord BALFOUR said that this was the 
most ridiculous and absurd bill that hag ever 
been introduced into the House during his 
Parliamentary career. He knew it was hope. 
less now to eppose the measure, and he con- 
soled himself with the feeling that it was only 
for the duration of the war, and that it was 
put forward on the ground of economy. He 
prophesied that the bill would impose a very 
serious barden upon working women, whose 
rest would be curtailed It would further im- 
pose great inconveniences on agricuiturists. 
The bill had not been half thought out, and it

culties. He would merely mention one. He 
would take the case of an unfortunate lady 
who was confined of twin children on the 
night in October when the clock was put back. 
Une chil@ would perhaps be born at ten 
minutes to one o'clock. The result of the 
clock being put back would be that the second 
child would be born before the first. 
(Laughter.) he registration of the time of 
birth of the children would be reversed, and 
the second child would re recordeg as having 
Leen born fifty minutes before the first. (Re- 
newed laughter.) Their lordships might laugh, 
but it might make a difference in regard to 
successions to estates and property and even 
titles might be affected. 

Earl RUSSELL supported the bill, and 
hoped oaavylight saving would be con- 
tinued after the war. 

The Marquis of LANSDOWNE said that the 
bill had received a large measure of support 
from all quarters. He was ready to admit 
that it would cause a certain amount of incon- 
venience to industries carried on under excep- 
tional circumstances, such as agriculture. This 
point has been considered, and both the 
Scottish Board of Agriculture ang the English 
Board of Agriculture supported the bill with 
full knowledge of its defects. He was in- 
clined to agree with Earl Russell that after 
the experiment had been tried people would 
by no means be desirous of going back to the 
old order of things. 

The bill passed through Committee, and was 
carried through its remaining stages. 

At 5.30 there was a Royal Commission 
when His Majesty’s assent was given to the 
Local Government (Emergency Provisions) 
Act, the Courts (Emergency Powers) Amend: 
ment Act, the Summer Time Act, and seve -al 
private and Provisional Order Acts. “he 
Lords Commissioners were the Lord Chancellcr, 
Viscount Allendale, and Lord Colebrook.

Assistance would be given in 
each case where it could be proved that serious 
hardship would be caused by joining the 
forces, and where a man could not meet his 
financial obligations by reasdhn of his under- 
taking military service. |The obligations in 
respect of which grants would be paid would 
be rent, interest and instalments in respect of 
loans, ineluding mortgages, purchase of house, 
business premises, and payments for educa- 
tion, insurance premiums, house taxes and 
rates. No application would be entertained 
for assistance in discharging ordinary debts. 
The amount of assistance would in no case ex 
ceed the sum of £104 per annum. Applica- 
tions must be made on _ prescribed forms, 
which could be obtained at the Post Offices. 
mc os or must be made by the man him- 
self, unless living abroad, when thev might be 
made by any person authorised by him. The 
application would be investigated locally by 
committees, who would not decide the cases, 
but who would satisfy themselves of the ac- 
curacy of the statements, and send recom- 
mendations to the Central’ Committee, by 
whom the grant would be awarded. The 
country would be divided into districts, the 
areas approximsting to the areas of the appeal 
tribunals.

Commenting’ on Sir E. Grey's interview 
with a representative of the Chicago Daily 
News, the Vorwaerts writes:—Sir E. Grey's 
declarations deserve earnest attention. They 
are not merely a tardy reply to Herr von 
Bethmann Hollweg’s speech; they appear to 
be particularly addressed to those neutral 
States which might, perhaps, be expected to 
make attempts to mediate for peace. After 
remarking that part of Sir E. Grey s state- 
ment which relates to the causes of the war is 
of less interest to the Vorwaerts than the 
part in which Great Britain's aims in the 
war are explained, the journal continues :— 
Sir E. Grey declares that Great Britain's 
primary aim in the war is the re-establish- 
ment of Belgium and Serbia. He even goes 
further, and demands compensation for in- 
jury done to both States so far as this is pos- 
sible. To dismiss these demands with a con- 
temptuous shrug of the shoulders and sneers 
is not practicable, unless the view prevails 
that peace negotiations are a nuisance, and 
that the war had better be carried on until 
the victorious armies force peace upon the 
vanquished. The journal considers that, 
judging from Germany’s reply to the United 
States, this is not the standpoint of the Ger- 
man Government, and it welcomes Sir E. 
Grev's more concrete conditions. It con- 
tinues:—A serious objective treatment of Sir 
E Grey’s statement could only conduce to 
arouse a desire for peace negotiations in the 
belligerent, and above all in the neutral, 
countries. Moreover, we are of opinion that 
after nearly twenty-two months of war, in- 
volving such gigantic sacrifices, peace terms 
really could be discussed seriously and calmiy. 

The Tages Zeitung and the Vossische 
Kreuz Zeitung point out with satisfaction 
that Great Britain has become more moderate 
in her denands, and that she ro 
longer talks of the destruction of German 
militarism, but only of the creation of inter- 
national guarantees against another world 
war.

absorber. (Laughter.) He was sarprised that 
the hon. member should not have been a 
little more handsome in acknowledging the 
important statements that had been made in con.

Until a month 
after the outbreak of war, the Admiralty had 
no responsibility for home defence, The War 
Office had the sole responsibility, but at that 
time had not providéd aeroplanes for home 
defence. All their euergies were directed on 
the equipment of the Expeditionary Force, 
and at the outbreak of the war all our air 
squadrons were sent abroad. Not only were 
there no aeroplanes available, but none could 
be found for the temporary purpose of watch- 
ing the coast during the passage of our Army 
to the Continent. The guns then available for 
anti-aircraft purposes would now be regarded 
as ludicrous. We had a small number of 
quite useless pom-poms, with no suitable am- 
munition. That was the state of affairs up to 
a month after the declaration of war. Before 
the war it was extraordinarily difficult to get 
money for aerial defence. The Navy and the 
Army had powerful organi 
them. 
and Parliament recognised that they must be 
maintained. 


another means of getting money for the‘ public 
service. 
THE ADMIRALTY AND AIR DEFEACE. 
At the request of Lord Kitchener, a Month 
after the outbreak of the war, he agreed, on 
behalf of the Admiralty to undertake home 
defence against aerial attack, so far as the 
material at his disposal would allow. A series 
of offensive attacks on Zeppelin sheds began, 
and, in spite of his slender resources, our 
naval airmen went to Dusseldorf and Cologne, 
aud even to Cuxhaven, in the North Bea. 
Very large orders were placed for aemul guns 
and searchlights, and immense orders were 
issued for aeroplanes. None of these orders 
matured during his tenure of office. The 
member for Brentford twitted him about the 
phrase he used regarding a “nest of hornets.”’ 
That expression was used in 19145, and he 
would remind the House that the scropk Le 
defence against Zeppelins had been cfective 
up to to-day. They had succeeded in prevent- 
ing any attack by Zeppelins coming here by 
daylight, or even by moonlight. kwen on a 
dark night aeroplanes were able effectively to 
deal with Zeppelins. But the difficulty was 
to find them. It was to the presence of the 
aeroplanes, at the outset provided by the 
naval wing, in the absence of our machines 
abroad, that immunity from Zeppelin attacks 
was almost exclusively due. If we had not 
had these aeroplanes the Germans would have 
been: able to attack us in the daylight, 
and drop bombs on our vulnerable 
points—our arsenals and magazines, it 
was a proof of the triumph of our 
acroplanes that after 22 months of war no 
object of military or naval importance among 
the many thousands which existed broadcast 
throughout the country had yet been struck 
by a Zeppelin bomb. (Cheers.) In fact, from 
a purely military point of view, our aeroplane 
defence had proved absolutely successful. 
(Cheers.) The second defensive weapon wae 
gins, and to a certain extent this weapon 
was effective, but guns could not be generally 
available. There were not enough guns in the 
world to do it, and it would be a serious 
danger if the Government were inguced by 
alarmers—(hear, hear)—to use anti-aircraft 
guns for the defence of vague areas. (runs 
should be strictly confined to special points 
of particular importance, and there should be 
no attempt to divert or dissipate our re- 
sponses in this respect. 
THE ZEPPELIN QUESTION. 

Referring to Zeppelins, he asked what 
would have been our situation at the outbreak 
of the war if we had been found with a 
handful of these frail and feeble monsters 
instead of with an aeroplane service which 
guarded eecurely every vital point in these 
islands, and set free the military forces for 
service abroad. We should have thrown 
away the substance for the shadow, They 
were satiated with the wisdom which came 
after the event, but he did “ú. ro” from 
applying that unfair test to cy pur- 
ear br the Admiralty and the War Office 
partly under his responsibility Ten millions 
of money would provide us with 60 or 70 
submarines, or 60 destroyers, or 25 light 
cruisers, or an aeroplane service of absolu- 
tely overwhelming strength, or two million 
rines, which would have meant three million 
more men in the field during the great 
struggle of last autumn, or 1,000 heavy guns, 
whicle if provided in the earlier stages of 
the war, might easily have ruptured the Ger- 
man lines in France. And were they quite 
sure that the Germans could not have made 
a much more formidable investment of the 
larve sums they had ex ge me see 
lins? The true and only radical cure for 
Zeppelin raids was either to attack the Ger- 
man Zeppelins in their sheds with aeroplangs, 
or to Ration squadrons of aeroplanes at 
points overseas where they could intercept 
the Zeppelins either coming to or returning 
from this country. In regard ta the charges 
made by Mr. Billing, he could not understand 
why the Government had gone the length of 
setting up the cumbrous and elaborgte ma- 
chinery of a Judicial Committee of Inquiry. 


THE DIFFICULTIES. 

The difficulties connecged with the air ser- 
vice arose from two causes—First of all, 
duality of effort and organisation, and the 
friction resulting therefrom; and, seeondly 
—and this was much more serious—the lack 
of any commanding initiative—a defined and 
over-riding authority in the affairs of the air. 

ither of these difficulties would be remedied 
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, and we 
lost the superiorit hice a” the outbreak 
of the war it was admitted we . But 
we could recover it. (Cheers.) air was free 
and open; there were no entrenchments there. 
The resources of the whole world were at our 
disposal ang command. Nothing stood in the 
way of our obtaining eerial supremacy in this 
war but the Government. die) There was 
no reason, and there could be no excuse, for 
failure to obtain that aeial supremacy which 
was perhaps the most obvious and practical 
step towards a victorious issue for the in- 
creasing dangers of this war. (Cheers.) 


LORD HUGH CECIL. 

Lord HUGH CECIL agreed that aeroplanes 
at night were of no great value against Zep- 
pelin raids on dark nights. The security of 
the island must depend upon anti-aircraft 
artillery. (Hear, hear.)

charge of the air service were, through crimi- 
nal indifference, negligence, or incapacity, kill- 
ing the men engaged in the service, he ought 
not to decline to prodiice his evidence vefore 
a Committee which every man in the country 
was assured would sift it carefully and im- 
partially. (Cheers.) The hon. member de- 
clined to give evidence. Well, perhaps, he was 
right. (Lronieal cheers.) It depended entirely 
on the strength of his case, It must be a 
very bad case, indeed, if he were not in a 
better position after going before the Com- 
mittee than he was in now. He (Mr. Bonar 
Law) was prepared to endorse what Lord 
Hugh Cecil had said. Our service was, un- 
questionably, far better than that of the 
enemy, mm j he believed, was equa) to that 
of any other Power engaged in the war. 
(Cheers.) There never was a time in the war 
when the Germans had a machine that was 
better than any of our machines, or when 
they had no machines which was not worse 
than the worst of ours. All through the war 
we had used our air service for military pur- 
fom to a far greater extent than the enemy 
ad used theirs. — All the talk about our 
machines being outclassed by a Fokker was 
absolutely wrong. We had machines in 
our service which were distinctly superior to 
the Fokker. In regard to pilots, we were now 
turning out every month a larger number of 
trained men than the total number available 
from every source when the war broke out. 
(Cheers.)) What he wanted the House to 
realise was that the impression sedulously 
created that the air service had been muddled 
throughout was entirely wrong. The advo- 
cates for the appointment of an Air Ministry 
asserted that che Government were standing 
in the way. That was not so. The reason 
why they did not recommend such an ap- 
pointment was because they did not think it 
would be to the advantage of the country. 
He was not defending the present proposal of 
the Government without believing in it him- 
self. Was it not common-sense! The new 
Board, which was a Joint Board of the two 
Services—and that was the essence of it—with 
an outside Chairman, who was a Cabinet 
Minister, would make recommendations to the 
two Services, and if they were not carried 
out the President had the right to take it to 
the War Council, whose decision would be 
final. They might start with this presump- 
tion—that the sympathies of the War Council 
would be with the new Board. (Cheers.) 


CO-ORDINATION. 


In regard to services which were neither 
naval nor military, what he might call long- 
distance raids, it was obvious that it was a 
very bad arrangement that each department 
should be carrying out ita plans independently 
of the other.

unfortunate outbreak in Dublin. He was 
proud that Tipperary had taken so little a 
in it—very proud. It was a very un- 
amet thing, and at a very unfortunate 
time, and a very grave responsibility rested 
with those who originated it. It was sad to 
think that any of their countrymen would 
lend themselves to such a thing, or to seem to 
have sympathy with that tyrant of the world, 
the Kaiser of Germany. course, some of 
the rebels suffered, as they had a right to 
suffer; but that did not justify so many of 
their young men through the country bein 
ut under arrest, interned, and prosecuted. 
at was very unwise. It would not give 
satisfaction in England or elsewhere, and the 
prosecuting of young Irishmen now would 
only raise a protest against the British Em- 
pire. They only asked that they be dealt 
with as Botha dealt with South Africa. A 
great responsibility had come to the people 
of. the country, and feeling was growing at 
the fact that their young people were taken 
from their homes without trial and, as far as 
the people knew, without any case against 
them. He could speak for Tipperary, and say 
that the sooner the Government considered 
the situation and sent these young men to 
their homes the better it would be for peace, 
and it would go further to lessen and to heal 
wounds than any kind of proceedings that 
were being taken. They made that appeal 
from Tipperary with all respect, and they 
y tener! g it as a right, and if it were done 
he’ was confident that the result would be 
satisfactory. Those were, he felt, the views 
of the Nationalists of Tipperary. (Hear, 
hear.) ' 

Mr. F. Heffernan seconded the motion. 

Mr. E. Anglim wished to be associated with 
the motion, and added that personally he 
agreed with every word of the powerful 
speech made by Mr. John Dillon in the House 
of Commons. It was, he thought, a bed time 
now, when the bitterness between the two 
peoples was nearly over, to have shooting and 
wholesale arrests.

MR. REDMOND AND THE 
REBELLION.

Ireland (New York) recently published the 
following cable message from Mr. Redmond, 
received in answer to a request from the 
editor :— 

“The attempt to torpedo Home Rule and 
the Irish Party has failed. Damage has been 
done, life has been lost, but the his has not 
been sunk. The whole thing has been or- 
ganised by those in Ireland and in America 
who have always been the open and irrecon- 
cilable enemies of Home Rule and of the Irish 
Party. Though the hand of Germany was in 
the whole thing, it was not so much sympathy 
for Germany as hatred of Home Rule and of 
us which was at the bottom of the movement. 
It was even more an attempt to hit na than 
to hit, England. 

“The whole disgraceful plot is viewed with 
execration by the Frish people. It was almost 
entirely a Dublin movement, partly the crea- 
tion of the Sinn Fein cranks and German 
agents there, partly of the remnants of that 
mass of discontent and anarchy which was 
left by the disastrous Larkinite strike. In a 
few small towns there were attempts at dis- 
turbance, which were easily suppressed; but 
Ireland as a whole has remained perfectly 
tranquil. 

“The movement in Dublin is nearing its 
end. In spite of the amount of bloodshed 
which it has caused, the movement even in 
Dublin was little more than the seizure by 
surprise of a few buildings, streets, and 
houses. It was Sydney street or Fort Chabrol 
on a larger scale, and, as in both cases, it 
took greater time and greater energy to put 
it down than a larger and more serious move- 
ment in the open field. 

“TI am happy to be able to state that even

THE FUTURE OF IRELAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—It is to be that there are few 
Unionists, or Nationalists either, capable of 
wri such arrant nonsense as the letter of 
“xX. Y, Z.”’ in the Jrisn Times of Monday 
last. As a corrective to his ideas I would re- 
commend him a little study of the map of 
Europe. Let him observe Bow Ireland strides 
across al] the routes by which England has 
access to the world’s trade, and commands all 
her exits to the ocean. Let him ponder the 
the lessone of this present war, and then ask 
himself what would become of England, in a 
war with any first-class naval Power, with 
Ireland either inde t, or in enemy hands. 
It used to be said that the Power which 
ca Antwerp had “a pistol pointed at 

ngland’s head.” The possession of Antwerp 
would be a trifle compared with the posses- 
sion of Derry, Belfast, Dublin, Waterford, 
Queenstown, and Bantry. What hordes of 
submarines could sally forth from these places 
to prey on English commerce! What would 
not a Power at war with England give for 
the possession of such naval bases as Bantry, 
eg rer On Waterford; Belfast Lough, and 
the Foyle? 

Of one thing everyone in Ireland may rest 
assured—that so long as England is a great 
Power she can allow none but herself to 
possess Ireland. Supposing England fallen, 
and stripped of her possessions, is anyone such 
a fool as to imagine that such a naval base as 
Ireland, with a strategical position unrivalled 
in the world for the command of the Atlantic, 
would be allowed to remain independent? 
What would Germany give for such a vantage 
ground’ She would barter al) her mad-choked 


ports, even the prized Kiel Canal itself, for 
the harbours of Ireland. The choice is not 
between an English-ruled Ireland and an in- 
dependent Ireland. It is between an English- 
ruled Ireland and an lveland ruled by some 
other Great Power, whose little finger would 
he thicker than England’s loins. What do | 
we su Germany would have done in case 
of a rising against her like the late rebellion? 
She would not have Leen satisfied with shoot- 
ing the dozen or so of leaders. 

Bo much for the Imperial aspect of Ireland's 
position. Now about the domestic. “ X.Y.Z.”’ 
suggests naively that “ Irishmen of al! parties 
might possibly agree on complete total and 
absolute separation,” etc. What have “ Irish- 
men of Ní parties” been fighting for, or 
against, for the past 50 years? What did 
Ulster arm to resist, but a step which she 
dreaded as an instalment of separation? And 
does “ X.Y.Z.’’ really imagine that we want 
to barter our British birthright for any two- 

any halfpenny Republic? Do we want to 
banna a Belgium, a Serbia, or a Mexico? 
As long as there is a British Empire England 
must rule Ireland. The only possible alter- 
natives are, shall she rule us by force or by 
ood-will? For some years past England has 
ea trying to rule us by good-will. If she 
finds it will not do, she must only return to 
force. Perhaps, after all, it might Le better 
for us. ‘bheré are some le who can under- 
stand no rule but force. If the English people 
are once thoroughly convinced that that is 
the case with the Trish, we will get force. 
After all the population of Ireland is only 4 
millions—about half that of London alone. | 
every abe-bodied man in Ireland were a rebel, 
what could they do against the forces of the 
Empire’? But there is no part of the Empire 
from which England receives such whole-

He en- 
listed many Protestants who had a stake in 
the country, men of es ne and in- 
telligence, and many Catholics of the same 
class. is power was shattered by 
opponents in his own ranks, and he died 
while it was going to ruin. In amy case, the 
fierce spirit generated after his death by con- 
flict over land reforms now embodied in the 
law would have driven his peaceful methods 
out of the field. If the question of govern- 
ment and administration is to settled 
without such anarchy as preceded the iand 
settlement, I hope we shall be able, in 
coming to terms, to follow the tone and 
policy of Mr. Butt, by a loyal determination 
to live under self-government in concord 
with the people of England as faithful sub- 
jects of the King, by giving proper considera- 
tion to the fears of Unionists and others for 
the material interests of the country, and by 
the avoidance of passionate and incendiary 
language.

DISARMAMENT AND REUNION. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,— While er eg most fully with 
such appeals as Mr. St. John Ervine’s, I 
think we should realise clearly the limits of 
what “‘quiet-minded men ” can hope to do 
if we do not want to encounter needless dis- 
couragement. Several considerations render 
quite. impracticable, to my mind, the “ royal 
roads” to a solution of ou? troubles which 
Mr. Ervine and others are proposing. One 
cannot possibly decide a vital political issue 
outside of politics, as Mr. ine suggests. 
What we call “ politics ” is, after all, the 
working of the great machine through which 
the nation expresses its will as to the govern- 
ment of the country. There is much that is 
defective and repellent in the process, and 
it is excellent satire to say that the only 
sound way of dealing with a political crisis 
is to refer it to people who have nothing to 
do with politics. But the point is that a 
solution has not only to be found. but has 
to be accepted by the nation, and it is only 
through “*politics”’ that this acceptance can 
be expressed. 

One trouble in Ireland is that independent 
political thought is relatively so feeble and 
without influence, and organised political 
thought so powerful and uncom promising. 
This is certainly not a reason why a scheme 
illogical in its nature should be ‘expected to 
succeed here better than elsewhere. What- 
ever practical measures are decided on, 
whether in the direction of general disarma- 
ment or of a wider solution of the whole 
Ulster question, can only be authorised and 
te into force by the lawfully constituted 
yovernment of the United Kingdom. It may 

remodel the Irish Executive, but it cannot 
delegate its responsibility for its whole Trish 
policy. I cannot see, therefore, what room 
there is for a non-political Executive Couwn- 
cil, which would be just as answerable to the 
politicians at Westminster as the present 
Castle system is. To hand over to any Irish 
authority, and least of all to a body pro- 
fessedly unrepresentative and arbitrarily com- 
posed, power to deal as it thought fit with 
the present situation would be morally im. 
possible. ? 
To say all this is not to say that “ quiet- 
minded men ” might not now play a very 
useful part in Irish affairs. If a number who 
are persons of influence, representing various 
shades oí opinion, could arrive at a suggested 
solutions which all could accept and recom- 
mend, it might have a great moral effect, 
even in politics. A subsequent organisation, 
similar to the leagues so common in England 
for promoting various policies, might do 
much to educate public opinion towards 
accepting this solution, to weaken prejudice 
and allay bitterness and distrust. hether 
— of the kind is feasible I do not pre- 
tend to know. The first step must be to dis- 
cover, not a complete solution, but a basis 
of discussion which all parties could accept. 
But it is evident that circumstances are ex- 
ceptionally favourable for the attempt, and 
that, if modest activities of the kind are 
doomed to failure, more ambitious and 
dramatic expedients have little chance of 
success.—Yours, etc.,

THE RECONSTRUCTION OF SACKVILLE 
STREET.

Sing, —After all the foolish talk one hears, 
and the silly letters from ‘amateur town 
planners” that have appeared, it is refreshing 
to read in to-day’s /rish Times the sensible 
letter from Mr. Horace O’ Rourke on the sub- 
ject. of the rebuilding of Sackville street. It 
will probably be a time before this is 
accomplished, but Mr. O'Rourke has grappled 
with the obvious difficulties of the case for « 
general scheme—viz.: the fact of there being 
no supreme authority, the different ownerships 
of the ground, the varied requirements of the 
traders, the architect, the monev required. I 
am not sure that uniformity will ever produce 
the pleasing effect of haphazard building such 
as recently existed, for nothing, to my mind, 
is more uninteresting than an American city, 
or than a terrace of houses; but if a general 
scheme with some attempt at uniformity is 
generally wished for (though the two sides of 


the street must inevitably be different), Mr. 
O'Rourke has pointed out how to set about 
getting it, and at the same time to overcome 
the obvious unfairness of employing one sole 
architect which pt first sight would seem to be 
inevitable in such a case. 

The constitution of the Commission indicated 
by Mr. O’Rourke does not entirely recom- 
mend itself. There should be, of course, re- 
presentatives of the ground owners, of the 
traders, of the Corporation, of the public 
bodies mentioned, with legal men to advise, 
and of the architects of Dublin; but the fact 
of a man’s being a chairman or a president 
does not necessarily mean that he is the best 
representative of the interest involved. The 
representatives should be specially elected for 
the occasion with a view to their ability and 
suitability, and architects should have more 
em a than is sr“ 4 Mr. 

"Rourke. In one respect I entirely disagree 
with Mr. Oifioitheaamáir, in his proposal 
to remove Nelson’s Pillar. This is an ancient 
Dublin landmark that it would be vandslism 
to remove to one of the squares, th , with- 
out altering the present effect, it be 
moved a little to the north out of the axis of

Sir,—In your account to-day of the in- 
quest on James Healy, whose dead body was 
found buried in a cellar in North King ' 
street, he is described as having been a 
labourer in our employment here. ‘This is 
altogether incorrect. James Healy was one 
of our senior distillery clerks, engaged in 
one of the most important departments of the 
distillery—viz., the can-pit. He bad been 
with us from boyhood, and for many years 
had occupied one of the firm’s houses i 
Charch street. He bore the highest char- 
acter, and we had every confidence in him. 
When the rebellion broke out on Easter 
Monday the rebels took ssion of his 
house, and turned him and his family into 
the street. This should be sufficient proof 
that he was in no way in sympathy with 
them, and he met his end through one of 
those unfortunate accidents which are in- 
evitable in such times. The rebels also took 
ecg of all the other premises of the 
istillery in Bow street and street, and 
fired on the troops from them.—Yours “
